In the face of this unexpectedly sudden 
fulfilment of the most pessimistic -pro- 
phecies, it is not surprising to learn that 
the insurrectionary movement in Epirus 
is growing rapidly in strength. Despite 
the opposition of the Greek government, 
which has sought in every possible 
manner to tie the hands of the Epirus 
provisional government, their powers of 
resistance are being daily augmented, 
subscriptions are flowing in, and the 
spirit of determined resistance is aug- 
mentiug. ; 


Sought Only Safeguards 


When M. Zographos, the temporary 
president, left Athens, he hoped to obtain 
little better than certain minimum safe- 
guards, Today, encouraged by the spirit 
of his people, he is prepared to stop at 
nothing save autonomy. 

Readers of the Monitor will have been 
under no delusion as- to the serious 
nature of the resistance in Epirus, but 
unfortunately the powers of Europe have 
either been inadequately informed of 
the march of events, or they have, 
ostrich-like, dug their heads into the 
sand, and decided that the revolt would 
fizzle out because, forsooth, they had 
so decreed, 

Even M. Venezelos himself was misled, 
and has discovered that, in promising 
Europe to stamp out the insurrection, 
he has undertaken more than he can 
accomplish. 


Much Feeling in Greece 


Naturally, much feeling has _ been 
aroused in Greece itself owing to the 
repressive measures adopted by the gov- 
ernment, and the blockade of Santi 
Quaranta was seized upon by the oppo- 
sition as an excuse for a general attack 
upon the policy of M. Venezelos. 

The premier was subjected to a severe 
mangling in the Chamber, and any ordin- 
ary government would have been over- 
thrown in consequence, but thanks to the 
enormous and deserved prestige of M. 
Venezelos he came through the ordeal 
satisfactorily. 

This must not be taken to infer that 
the premier retired unscathed from the 
combat, for as a result of the discussion, 
it is felt by a certain section that M. 
Venezelos should still be supported, since 
he is a wise and far-seeing statesman, 
far above the level of his contempora- 
ries, but that he has, nevertheless, han- 
dled the Epirus question none too well. 


Great Powers Are Blamed 


I cannot but repeat that the great 
powers are entirely responsible for the 
tragic events which are occurring in 
Albania, for, if any justification were 
necessary for the refusal of the Epirotes 
to submit themselves unprotected to 
Albanian rule, it is supplied by the in- 
cidents which are now transpiring in 
the Caza of Korytsa. 

Incidentally, the aforementioned par- 
liamentary debate gave rise to a dis- 
play of much party passion. No less a 


personage than the president of the 


Chamber, M. Zavitzianos, accused the 
leader of the opposition, M. Theotokis, 
of having permitted contraband on the 
Adriatic coast during his premiership 
in order to foster his political influence. 
M. Theotokis remonstrated by calling 


his accuser a “vile slanderer,” and M. |

ORGANIC MATTER 


TO BE FROM PLANTS 


(Special to the Monitor) 

EDINBURGH, Scotland—At a meeting 
of the Royal Society in Edinburgh the 
results of a chemical examination of the 
organic matter in oil shales, by J. B. 
Robertson, was communicated by Dr. J. 
S. Flett, F. R. S. It was stated that a 
series of complete analyses of Scottish 
oil shales showed that the ratio of car- 
bon to hydrogen was uniformly lower in 
coals, and had a definite relation to the 
yield of oil when the shales were dis- 
tilled. The analysis supported the con- 
clusion that the oil-yielding substance in 
the shales was derived from plants, but 
was not exactly similar to the organic 
matter of coals. , 


FEDERATION PLAN PROPOSED 
AT LIVERPOOL ROAD MEETING 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LIVERPOOL, England—In the course 
of the discussion at the town planning 
conference which was held recently, on 
communicating roads, the town clerk of 
Liverpool, E. R. Pickmere, said he 
thought that the problem might be 
solved by the federation of local author- 
ities through whose districts main 
roads run. 

The principle of federation is not new 
so far as Liverpool is concerned. It was 
brought prominently forward so far 
back as 1905, when Mr. Pickmere pre- 
pared. w report on the possibility and 
desirability of federating the Mersey 
boroughs for certain local government 
purposes,

sons why the four municipalities and

interest in all the activities of Australia. 
He had come to Australia in order that 
he might enlarge his knowledge, at first 
hand, as to the power and opportunities 
for good at present possessed by the 
British empire and all its parts.

of active loyalty and good government 
of the eountry. Your excelleney, India 
is passing through a period of transition, 
and needs a cotitinuotis policy.” 


General Creagh Replies 

The reference to “five short years,” is 
to the conventional period during which 
the chief offices in India are held. 

Sir O’Moore Creagh, in reply, pointed 
out that after nearly half a century’s 
service the time must soon have come, 
in any case, for him to resign his high 
position. 

Nevertheless it is generally admitted 
that the Sikhs are right, and that when 
an administrator in whom the country 
has confidence arises, it is not well to 
circumscribe his term of office by the 
ordinary rule. It is also admitted that 
India is passing through a somewhat 
critical phase.

In the spring and summer of 1893, 
‘after a Democratic House had passed the 
froa. providing for repeal of the pur- 
ichasing clause of the Sherman silver 
‘law, a Democratic Senate took the ques- 
tion up only to call a halt. For weeks 
it looked as if President Cleveland’s 
proposition was to be lost in a flood 
of Senate talk. Free. silver members 
of both houses, and Seeretary W. J. 
Bryan, then a member of the House, 
‘indorsed this maneuver. Ultimately, 
however, the President had his way; the 
bill came to vote in the Senate, and was 
passed. The filibuster failed. 


The Situation in 1890 


In 1890, after a Republican House had 
passed the so-called force bill—a meas- 
ure which provided for a radical enlarge- 
ment of federal powers .in elections—it 


| was taken up by a Republican Senate.

In the southern states the bill was 
opposed, on the ground that it would 
interfere with their,policy of white su- 
premacy, and southern senators called 
for its defeat.

ART AND 


ARTISTS | 


An exhibition “of contemporary graphic 
art in’ Bohemja, Hungary and Austria 
was opened to the public today at the 
Boston Art Club and will continue until 
April 28, Art students may obtain free 
admission on application to Charles 
Walker of the exhibition committee. 

The walls are hung three to five deep 
with etchings, lithographs in mono- 
chrome and colors, mezzotints, pen and 
pencil drawings, aquatints, water colors, 
dry points, linoleum, wood and zinc cuts. 
There are 368 works on view. 

The exhibition comes here from Buf- 
falo and in May will be shown at the 
Carnegie Institute, Pittsburgh, A cata- 
logue has been prepared by Martin Birn- 
baum of the Berlin Art Gallery, who 
was instrumental in gathering the ex- 
hibition. 

The most imagination is apparent in 
the Bohemian section. There is some- 
thing of Dore in Jettmar’s work. “Pro- 
metheus” shows two figures on the edge 
of a huge cliff. There appears no end to 
the drop downward One man has just 
discharged an arrow at a huge bird of 
prey, who circles in the dolorous chasm. 
“Building the Bridge” has power, and 
“The Ravine” secures an. overwhelming 
contrast between towering cliffs and in- 
Significant human beings. “The Fisher- 
man” is an etching in green, a submarine’ 
fancy, showing a boat diving through a 
group of mermaids, 

Max Svabinsky’s work is of high merit, 

too. His mezzotints, “Lady of the Ca- 
mellias,” are elegant and simple in com- 
position, exquisite in execution. There 
is something of a Rembrandt feeling in 
his “Crucifixion.” “Summer Night” is a 
successful effect of darkness relieved 
only by ‘the partly concealed light of a 
lantern. .This artist also shows a not- 
able etched portrait of Dr. Salda. 
There is something of Millet feeling 
and simplicity in “A Slav” by Joza 
Uprka, showing a peasant crushed by 
hard toil carrying his reaping hook away 
from the fields. Karl Thiemann’s wood 
cuts are handsome, one showing a gos- 
siping couple, another a swan used dec- 
oratively. 

Emi] Orlik is perhaps the most inter- 
esting man in the show, because of his 
imagination, his variety and his seem- 
ingly flawless execution His etched 
portraits of Mahler, Hodler and Haupt- 
mann. are worthy of the term great 
There is a touch of humor in his “Japan- 
ese Screen” showing two Japanese chil- 
dren peeping through a slit and their 
shadows reflected on the translucent 
surface. ' 

Other | excellent Bohemian works are 
“Prague” and “The Tiger,” by Arnost 


ae a first-class etched portrait like that 


of Liszt, should also design nightmares 


for the consideration of the Gobelin tap- 
estries, is inexplicable. His work has 
great merit for its color and mastery of 
masses, even in the extremest examples. 
Such praise cannot be accorded the other 
Hungarian cubist workers, for their prod- 
uct is uniformly boresome, not even hav- 
ing the saving qualities of humor, good 
drawing of its sort or color. Most of the 
goulash cubism is in the alcove, which 
was promptly christened last night the 
“knock-out corner.” E. DeKorody resur- 
rects the staircase persons of the Copley 
show of last year, and does it badly.

Lajos Mark shows “Red Cap,” a litho- 
graph of softly pleasing color, a well- 
poised study of a girl in a yellow ki- 
mona. There are brilliant sunlight effects 
in Viktor Olgyai’s field and forest vistas 
and his winter cycle‘is a poem indeed in 
four stanzas: In one crows are used with 
delightful piquancy. 

Handsome Spanish scenes are described 
by Robert Lenard, and “St. Cloud,” 
acquatint in dark brown and yellow, on 
aristocratic art. Mariska Augustin uses 
a severe method of elimination to the 
end of getting strong effects. His etch- 
ings take on something of the effect of 
broad charcoal drawings and yet they 
have a silky pile. Jeno Kron is in 
sympathy with the toilers and his “Irono 
Foundry” and “Metal Worker” have a 
feeling that Meunier gets into bronze.

The only 
American artist represented in this col- 
lection is Frederick Remington, by an 
Indian scene painted in 1885. :

ON GOOD ROADS 
ATTRACTS MANY 


First Convention at Bangor Hears 
That Seacoast Offers Opportu- 
nity for Highways That Would 
Increase Land Values 


FUTURE PLANS TOLD 


BANGOR, Me.—With ‘the close of 
Wednesday’s registration for the first 
Maine good roads convention more than 
500 names were on the list, which com- 
pares favorably in size with national 
roads conventions held in recent years. 

Charles F. Bragg, president of the 
local Chamber of Commerce, welcomed 
the visitors in behalf of the city and 
Governor Haines in behalf of the state. 
Lyman H. Nelson, chairman of _ the 
Maine state highway commission, re- 
sponded to both. 

C. S. Stetson, master of the state 
grange, spoke on the grange’s‘ interest 
in the highway movement. Prof. George 
T. Files of Bowdoin College delivered 
an address on “Improved Highways.” 

Col, William D. Sohier, chairman of 


the Massachusetts highway commission, 
spoke on “Massachusetts Highways,” 
giving figures to show what has been 
accomplished in the last 20 years. 
Nearly 1500 miles of roads have been 
built he declared. 

He asserted that the total expendi- 
tures for the construction of state high- 
ways up to this year were slightly more 
than $9,000,000, and the bonds outstand- 
ing, because the counties repay 25 per 
cent, were under $7,900,000. 

Colonel Sohier called special attention 
to the fact that Maine, with its miles of 
seacoast, could put in highways along 
the seashore that would double the value 
of the land in a few years. 

Paul D. Sargent, chief engineer of the 
Maine state highway commission, closed 
the program with an address in which 
he reviewed the work of the convention 
from the start to the successful termina- 
tion, with some details as to future plans 
of the state highway commission.

BILL IS SOUGHT 


Legislative ‘Metropolitan Affairs 
Poll on Robinson Measure to 
Change Size of Boston Council 


Is to Be Taken Soon 


DISTRICTS PROPOSED 


The legislative committee on metro- 
politan afiairs will be polled today at 
the State House on the bill filed with 
the petition of Robert Robinson to 


‘amend the Boston city charter so as to 


wipe out the present city council of nine 
members at large and substitute there- 
for a city cotinci] of 17 members elected 
by districts. 

The majority of the committee, com- 
mitted to district representation of some 
sort; have elected to stand or fall on the 
Robinson bill in a slightly amended form, 
however, so as to make the aalaries of 
the councilmen $1000 instéad of $1200 
and the presiding officer the chairman 
instead of the president of the board. 

A majority of the nine members of the 
committee who favor district representa- 
tion favor this form of the Robinson 
bill; but the purpose of the poll is to 
discover if eight of the 15 members will 
vote to report the bill. - 


Senator Cox Has Plan 


Senator Cox of Melrose favors a-city 
council of mine members at large and six 
members elected by districts, according 
to-report, and has declined to vote for 
the Robirison bill. 

The six sure dissenters from any bill 
to change the form of the Boston city 
council are the following: Senator Wil- 


Bothfeld of Newton, Wilson of Boston, 
Sherburne of Brookline, Smith of Bos- 
ton and Lawler of Boston. . 

If a majority of the committee on 
metropolitan affairs fails to support the 
Robinson bill then all the Boston city 
charter bills now in committee will be 
reported “leave to withdraw” and the 
contest for the substitution of the Rob- 
inson bill will be made on the floor of 
the two branches, according to report. 


Robinson Bill Districts 

The districts established by the Robin- 
son bill are as follows: 

First district, wards 1 and 2; second 
district, wards 3, 4 and 5; third disfrict, 
wards 6, 7 and 8; fourth district, wards 
9 and 12; fifth district, wards 10, 11 and 
25; sixth district, wards 13, 14, 15 and 
16; seventh district, wards 17. 18 and 
19; eighth district, ward 20; ninth dis- 
trict, ward 21; tenth district, ward 22; 
eleventh district, ward 23; twelfth dis- 
trict, wards 24 and 26. 

The first, second, third, fourth, ninth 
tenth, and eleventh districts are entitled 
to one member each in the council and 
the remaining districts to two members 
each. 

The Robinson bill carries a referendum 
to the voters of Boston at the next state 
election.

The 
law held up in this way will not go 
into effect until after it shall have been 
approved by a majority of the voters at 
the ensuing general election. 

The second proposed: amendment pro- 
vides for genuine home rule in this city 
and in each of the several counties of 
Maryland. Under its terms, after the en- 
actment of certain legislation to make it 
operative, each county is to frame its 
own government and enact such legisla- 
tion as is necessary for the control of 
purely county matters, The Legislature at 
Annapolis has given most of its time for 
many years to the consideration of these 
purely local matters, to the detriment of |. 
the state at large as there was left in- 
sufficient time for matters of statewide 
moment. 


The third proposed amendment relates 
to taxation, authorizing the Legislature 
to classify land, improvements and per- 
sonal property, to make taxation uni- 
‘}form within the several classes, and to 
allow taxes to be levied only upon such 
classes as may by the proper authori- 
ties be set out as subject to: taxation. 
This will make the home rule amendment 
effective in its most important point, and 
tender it possible for Maryland to have 
a body of tax laws that will reflect the 
‘most advanced thought of the world on 
that important question. 

An effort was made during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature to submit a pro- 
posed amendment providing for the: ini- 
tiative, but it — in the closing hours.

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DAIRY INSPECTOR 
FOR RHODE ISLAND 
IS RECOMMENDED 


State Board of Agriculture in Re- 
port Talks of Plan to Aid 
_ Farmers Buy Land 


PROVIDENCE, R. I.--Rhode Island's 
board of agriculture in its annual report 
recommends that a state dairy inspector 


be named, that better laws for the pro- 
tection of trees ve passed and a plan 
made for assistance by the state to 
residents who would bring about a re- 
habilitation of the farms. 

The report says the year was a suc- 
cessful one for the farmer. It says: 

“Should the state in some way provide | ~ 
a means of financing farmers by provid- 
ing a portion of the purchase price? Is 
the reclamation of the farm lands of the 
state worth while? According to the 
last census there were 443,308 acres of 
land in farms, of which 178,344 acres 
were improved. Of the unimproved acre- 
age, it is conservatively estimated that 
50 per cent could be profitably culti- 
vated.” 

The report goes on to show that the 
unimproved acreage capable of cultivation 
would mean an jnvrease of $2,649,640 in 
farm land values, figuring at an increase 
of $10 per acre. 

“Rhode Island ranked third among the 
New England states in the high average 
yield per acre of potatoes, with an aver- 
age 125 bushels per acre, and a total 
yield of 625,000 bushels of potatoes, and 
eighth in the high average among all 
the states of the Union.’ 


SPRINGFIELD BUYS 
LARGE TRACT FOR 
WATER SYS TEM!> 


Acquires 1500 Acres on Water- 
shed of Little River Providing 
Unlimited Supply 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass.—An almost un- 
limited water supply capable of satisfy- 
ing the demands of a city of 500€,000 
people and a power plant capable of de- 
veloping more than 10,000 horsepower 
can be secured by the city of Springfield 
within the next few vears as the result 
of the purchase festerday by the water 
department from Eugene F. De Nor- 
mandie of Boston of more than 1500 
acres of land on the watershed of the 
Little river in the towns of Blandford, 
Granville, Russell and Westfield. 

This purchase, for which the city has 
been making negotiations for seven 
vears, will settle a suit brought against 
the city by Mr. De Normandie and will 
also have a vital bearing on the letting 
of the new contract for street lighting. 
If the city can build a power plant at 
the reservoir and produce its own light 
and power, it is said that it may be 
unwise for it to enter into a long-term 
contract for the purchase of current for 
street lighting. The price of the prop- 
erty is a little less than $75,000, although 
the officials of the water department 
have not vet announced the _ exact 
amount paid.

ing this new chapter in the relations of 
nations whose past record of contracts, so Spain 
far as militancy goes, has not been of the 
pacific sort. Whatever of antipathy may 
have been observable in the past between the Yankee on the one 
hand and the Iberian and the Iberian-American on the other hand, 
statesmen are now in power at Washington and at Madrid who long 
for a new day of better understanding ; and this newly signed arbitra- 
tion treaty is, we feel sure, the forerunner of other happenings 
proving that a turn in the road has been traversed safely. 

Spain’s remote yet undisputed connection with much of the 
territory now within the United States, and her influence upon the 
nations with which so much of the history of the oldest of American 
republics is, and is likely to be, interwoven, combine to make con- 
sideration of this treaty something more than a perfunctory matter. 

If the modern Spaniard had the experience of a military defeat 
at the hands of a nation which he affected to despise as a nation 
of sordid commercialism but no martial prowess, he had also what 
seems to have been an illuminating disclosure as to how generous 
and magnanimous a victor could be in dealing with prisoners of war. 
It appears that both these experiences have had their effect at Madrid.

The as 
capitals of Brazil and Argentina have some 
things in common, and in some directions the City 
they differ greatly. But while it may be left ; 

for any traveler to decide for himself which Beautiful 
community attracts him most, west of the 
Andes there is but one city which stands 
preeminent in point of location and. beauty. That is Santiago. 
Other cities on the western side of the mountain range are worthy 
of note. But Santiago has stamped all over it order and beauty, 
and this is a verdict that at no time has been contradicted. 

Santiago lies fifty miles inland from the Pacific. Only a coun- 
try that is wealthy could spend such large sums in public improve- 
ments; the Avenida Delicias, as its name implies, with its width of 
600 feet, and great length, is an expression of municipal liberality. 
Here magnificent residences line the sides of-the thoroughfare. 
The Spanish style of architecture prevails. Courtyards full of 
flowers and shrubs are revealed as one glances beyond the barred 
entrances. But perhaps it is the Santa Lucia park which arrests a 
stranger’s attention more than-any other feature in this resplendent 
city. For Santa Lucia, with its fountains, inviting grottoes and mass 
of flowers, is unique among parks. It is a steep and rocky hill, 
resembling a hanging garden, and rising 500 feet right in the center 
of the city, it affords a magnificent view of Santiago itself. 

Chile, no doubt, is to write’ an additional chapter in its 
progress when the west coast becomes more easy of approach from 
the east. Business is expected to make a new record. But such 
Chilean characteristics as are evidenced in Santiago's + municipal 
erderliness and neatness, it is hoped, will not be sacrificed when 
the country from the Pacific coast to the Andes range comes more 
broadly under the sway of twentieth century activity.
